UNGAINLY PROSPECT. 

A splay-footed structure astride 
Alameda street, with stilted antennae 
reaching hither and yon into the in- 
dustrial district, was sketched into 
the minutes of the State Railroad 
Commission yesterday by District En- 
gineer Titcomb of the Southern Pa- 
cific at about page No. 300 of the vol- 
ume of testimony which has grown 
up about the application of the road 
for approval of tts station plans.

The sketch by Titcomb was a ver- 
bal one of the elevated and concomi- 
tant structures which the Southern 
Pacific will be compelled to erect in 
case the commission ultimately 
forces separation of grades along 
Alameda street on the lines proposed 
by W. H. Daum and other com- 


ta. 

According to Titcomb such an ele- 
vated as would be desirable on Ala- 
medo street would cost slightly over 
$6,000,000. This does not take into

Tells Board Its Duty.

LONG BEACH, Nov. 14.—Appear- 
ing before the Board of Education 
last night City School Superintendent 
Stephens told them plainly that if 
the school district was to keep pase 
with the phenomenal 
gtowth of Long Beach, they must be- 
gin to plan for providing funds for 
the erection of a new school building 
each year. 

The suggestion came when Super- 
intendent “Stephens presented his 


monthiy report of attendance record 
showing an average attendance at 
the High School-of 1136 students and 
at the grammar schools of 6236 pu- 
pils, an increase over last year in the 
High Schools of 145 and in the gram- 
mar grades of 1008. He said: “If the 
new bulldings just contracted for 
were now ready for occupancy and 
the pupils distributed equably, vhere 
would be an average of thirty-eight 
in each classroom. The High School 
situation is equally grave. When‘ the 
mid-year class comes up from the 
grammar grade the present buildings 
will be utilized to their full capacity. 
At present in order to secure the best 
possible use of facilities the school 
day been lengthened, beginning 
at 8:30 am. and closing at 3 p.m. 
The night school at Poly High has 
proven a great success, the present 
enroliment being 409 students. When 
all these facts are reviewed and com- 
parisons made with other school} 
years, it becomes obvious that addi- 
tlonal buildings must be provided for 
at onee, In both the High School and 
the grammar grades.”

There is the case of the Emperor Ferd- 
inand Ill who, with gold alchemistically obtained, 
struck not merely oil, but medals, some of which, at- 
testing the miracle, are on view in the Vienna mint

ASOTHER transmuter, less notable 
but better known, was Flamel, a 
Paris serivener, desperately poor, who 
happening on a manuseript written in 
cipher, sat up with it, studied it and 
finally, after years of labor, solved it. 
In the Traité des Lavures, a work which 
he left and which today is in the Paris 
National Library, he tells all about it, 
all except the secret.

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Aute-Truck in Commerce. 

ITH the geneial construction of good 

roads the introduction of the auto 

truck in commerce, as well as in 
farm work, is sure to show surprising de- 
velopment. Near Fullerton, in Orange 
county, the other day, a fruit company 
shipped a carload of 425 sacks of walnuts. 
valued at $7500, and said to have been the 
largest carload ever shipped out of South- 
ern California. On the same day another 
fruit company shipped a second cariload, 
making the marketing of walnuts for the 
day amount to $10,500. This fruit went di- 
rectly out to eastern markets. But if it had 
been destined to a central shipping point to 
be reloaded, both parcels might have been 
handled in two loads on auto-trvcks. With 
thoroughly good roads there is no reason 
why an auto-truck might not carry a load of 
ten tons. The railroads are taking notice 
‘of the possibilities of this new way of 
handling freight, as is evidenced by their 
‘acquiescence in a combination to handle 
freight by the electric lines in the local field 
in conjunction with the transcontinental 
steam line. The railroads of both kinds will 
have to reckon with the auto-truck every- 
where where good roads exist. This is par- 
ticularly true in short hauls, like that, say, 
between Los Angeles Harbor and the whole 
sale district in Los Angeles City. Mark it, 
the whole district between the wholesale 
section of the city and the harbor all along 
the course of the Los Angeles River will in 
time become densely filled up with mann 
facturing plants. This wil] necessitate the 
hauling of vast quantities of raw material 
from the harbor to the factory and the fin- 
ished products from the factory to the har- 
bor. With a good road the auto-truck can 
do this work in successful competition with 
railroads of all kinds. 


“Quid Pro Quo.” 

HE “Quid” in the heading means east- 

ern lobsters and the “Quo” means Pa- 
cific Coast salmon. The other day there 
arrived on this Coast from Maine a carioad 
of lobsters intended to be set free to flourish 
and propagate in the western seas. There 
were only 3500 of the long-<clawed crusta- 
ceans in the carload, and we sent east, in re- 
turn for these, 12,000,000 eggs of the hump- 
backed salmon to be released on the coast 
of New England. There was a time when 
the streams of New England abounded in 
salmon, but too close fishitig destroyed this 
king of food fishes in those waters, and 
there was a time when the Pacific Coast 
waters abounded in lobsters, where the same 
thing happened as to the salmon in the East. 
One of the most encouraging movements of 
the times is the preservation of food fish 
in the waters of the country from destruc- 
tion and the repropagation of them where 
the waters have been fished out. 


Strong Demand for Farm Lands. 

UILDING activity ihn Los Angeles during 

the current weeks may show a little 
slackness, but it is only because the minds 
of dealers and investors are turned tem- 
porarily to farm property. The demand for 
all kinds of agricultural land all over the 
Great Southwest is exceedingly strong. A 
week or two ago a slice of the San Fernando 
foothills changed hands at $600,000. Later, 
a tract of 26,000 acres, lying along the 
boundary line between Merced and Madera 
counties in the San Joaquin Valley was 
transferred at a cost of $1,500,000. But per- 
haps the most sensational deal was the sale 
of the Palos Verdes ranch, a series of low 
hills on the seashore east of Redondo, to an 
eastern syndicate, reported to be headed by 
one of the biggest banks in New York, at 
a consideration of $2,000,000. These three 
tracts are of different types, suitable to and 
intended for different uses. The tract in 
San Joaquin Valley is pure farming land, in- 
tended for general farming purposes. That 
in the San Fernando Valley is suburban 
property, intended, probably, for small 
ranches or handsome suburban residences. 
It is adaptable to either purpose. 
The piece by the coast is admirably suited 
for the development of one of the hand- 
somest seaside villa settlements in the 
whole wide world. The configuration of the 
tract, its location right by the sunset sea. 
its proximity to the metropolis of the Great 
Southwest and the salubrious and fasci- 
nating climate that overlies it make possible

here the creation of a far more attractive 
place. than Newport, R. L, or Atlantic City, 
N. J. Indeed, there is no spot on the 
Riviera or on the west coast of Italy any- 
where from Marseilles in France to Reggio 
in Campania, that offers more attractions 
than this piece of coast along the western 
sea. 


it Is Worth it. 


E ARE informed that the Secretary of 
the Interior favors the expenditure of 
$250,000 by the Federal government on a 
canal south of Yuma with laterals sufficient 
to irrigate 10,000 acres of land. It will be 
indeed difficult to pick out a project where 
the expenditure of this sum of money would 
result in such manifold profits to the people 
of the country generally. The soil is prac- 
tically bottomless and its richness inexhaust- 
ible. The climate is admirable for the pro- 
duction of nearly every kind of semi-tropic 
fruit, and the salubriousness of the climate 
in winter time could not be described in 
words that would amount to hyperbole. 


Around Riverside. 


ECOND thoughts were certainly best 
when the people of Corona decided to 
cease their warfare against the highway 
bonds proposed for Riverside county. The 
Board of Supervisors of that county, in- 
stead of asking for $1,000,000, will ask for 
$1,125,000 for road building. With the re- 
moval of the obstacle of good roads comes 
also the clearing of the way to allow the 
Pacific Electric Company to construct a line 
from central Riverside to Corona. If the 
line passes down Magnolia avenue it will 
pass through a section of country whose 
beauty and richness would be difficult to 
match if not tmpossible to surpass. 


A Notable Victory. : 
G. HAVENS of El Centro, Imperial 
» county, is probably the most popular 
man in that part of California these fall 
days. Before the Land Commissioner at 
Washington he won a notable victory in be- 
half of theefarmers in his part of the coun- 
ty. Mr. Havens succeeded in changing the 
views of the commissioner, and the settlers 
along the ditches of water company No. 2 
in Imperial county will have their water cer- 
tificate recognized and their final papers for 
their land issued. Land values in this part 
of California are rising very rapidly. A 
ranch lying one mile and a half south of 
Imperial which sold five years ago for $100 
an acre was sold recently for $300. It is a 
quarter section ranch. Another quarter sec- 
tion lying along the edge of Imperial, which 
was bought five years ago for $40 an acre, 
has been sold at $200, and is being subd!- 
vided and put on the market at $400 an 
acre,

pioneer, a man of admirable traits of char- 
acter, a good citizen, a good farmer and a 
pious Methodist. In the early days Compton 
was a place where the Methodist church 
held its revival and camp meetings, to 
which the whole community flocked, Jews, 
Gentiles, believers and umbelievers. The 
country around is one of the richest in agri- 
cultural resources in the Southwest, and 
naturally Compton flourished. It now lies on 
the great highway between the metropolitan 
city and its magnificent harbor and its al- 
falfa fields are being transformed into fac- 
tory sites. The Panama Rubber Company 
has broken ground for an automobile tire 
factory, a building to cover 28,000 square 
feet and to cost, with the machinery,

directions. The towhees are very tame. 
and often allow a person to come within a 
few feet of them without showing fear.

This 
makes 1024 bulbs, which retail for $31.50 in 
al! first-class stocks in the local stores. It 
appeals to the writer as a good selection, 
from which a pleasing variety of high-grade 
flowers may be had. A few other sorts 
could be added that would greatly increase 
the variety, such as ranunculus, anemones, 
tulips, hyacinths, etc. 


The gladioli noted are dwarf, early-flower- 
ing sorts of dainty appearance and delicate 
coloring. They are in a quite different class 
from either the giant-flowering type or the 
primulinus hybrids that the writer breeds, 
and are a class not desirable. for mixing 
with the fine summer-flowering strains. 
Therefore the writer breeds them not, but 
for early cut flowers they have no superiors 
and few equals. The “Purity” freesia is, as 
its name implies, a pure white variety witb 
the yellow blotches so*marked in the com 
mon sort. No doubt the pure white will 
finally entirely supplant the older and in- 
ferior one so popular in every garden for 
long years past. The three narcissi on the 
list differ in color, form and flowering sea 
son. The four Spanish Iris were chosen for 
the greatest range of color in but four varie 


ities. The Iris Susiana is admired for both 


beauty and oddity, also for size of flowers. 

The writer does not like the stiff, colored 
“gvn-ewabs” or thyrses of blossoms on the 
hyacinths unless planted thickly in rows of 
formal designs. Roman hyacinths are bet- 
ter for garden use or cut flowers. Anemones 
and ranunculi are prime favorites with 
many and are worthy of a place im any gar- 
den; as are the Gesneriana class of tulips. 
For spectacular effect the giant-flowered 
hippeastrums (usually called amaryllis) are 
each year growing in popular favor, though 
the best sorte are quite costly. Before get- 
ting too far from the rame of anemone a 
strong Wish wells up that more Japanese 
anemones be used, both in pinks and in 
whites. For full or half shade we grow no 
flowering plants that stand higher in the 
estimation of the writer. There is a wild 
flower charm abott these lovely plants that 
strongly recalls the “wind-flowers,” “hair- 
bells” (also spelled hare-bells) and “ane- 
mones,” common in very early spring in all 
prairie States and stretches of country. All 
classes of iris are also splendid plants for 
the California garden of bulbous plants. 


Cooperias, Amaryliads. 


OME score or so of years,ago the writer 

received from along the rder between 
Texas and Mexico a lot of the bulbs of 
Cooperia pedunculata, a member of the 
Amaryllis family. The flowers were in size 
and form quite similar to those of the Bella- 
donna Lily (Amaryliis belladonna,) but were 
white in color with a shading toward green 
that was not pleasing. Nevertheless they 
flowered freely and were considered suff 
ciently attractive to be worthy of a place in 
the average garden. Why they are for sale 
so close to their native home as is Los An- 
geles is not easy of explanation for we 
grow many inferior flowers the bulbs of 
which are foreign importations.

[Close culling of the flock is one of the 
greatest economies in poultry raising. It 
rids out the slow grower which can be sold 
to the market. It saves feed and labor and 
raises the quality of the flock by preserving 
for breeders only those that are best lay- 
ers, and strong and healthy for reproduc- 
tion. 

Experience will quickly show which 
should be weeded out and which preserved. 
The same rules apply to large and small 
ants. 

The Gray Japanese Bantam shown by 
Mr. Graham is an exceptionally ornamental 
bird, but like most of this variety is princi- 
pally useful for pastime in breeding and 
for show purposes.) 


MAKE the most out of poultry- 
keeping, like any other line of 
ness where a profit is to be shown, 

tem must be used. Thousands of dollars 
are lost annually by holding poultry be 
yond the brojler age, the roaster age, or, 
in the case of hens, through the moulting 
period to get a few extra eggs which may 
or may not be obtained. 

However small or large the flock may be, 
the poultry-keeper will always save money 
by close culling. In this age of big things, 
the poultry raisers throughout the country 
have numbers uppermost in their minds, 
and in many cases neglect quality. The 
average poultry-keeper when asked how 
many fowls he has on his plant is gener- 
ally ashamed to say 200 to 600, when he 
realizes there are many plants with from 
2000 up to 30,000 layers. Nevertheless, on 
many of the larger plants more money 
would be made if one-half the number of 
birds were kept and more attention was 
given to quality. To fill the quarters in 
some seasons, everything in the shape of 
a pullet is retained, with the result that 
the flock average is below par. 


The First Culling. 


The first culling of fowls should be made 
while still in infancy—removing all those 
that are not growing in size with the rest 
of the flock. These may be kept growing 
and at the broiler age, when weighing 
about one and three-quarter pounds, should 
be disposed of, whether they be cockerels 
or pullets. Again, in the flock that is grow- 
ing well will be fqund birds at the two- 
pound mark that are not keeping up with 
the rest of the flock. Dispose of these, 
also, at from two to two and one-half 
pounds. The retained cockerels not show- 
ing shape and general carriage of the breed 
as they are maturing and not up to stand- 
ard weight, and such pullets as are lagging 
behind their sisters, can be disposed of as 
roasters, weighing from three to five 
pounds. 

By tire time of the third culling, the flock 
of puliets will be fairly uniform and, kept 
growing in a healthy mannes, will come 
into full lay at the proper time of the breed. 
They can be depended upon, with right 
care in the way of housing and feeding, to 
be real producers. The cockerels will be 
up to weight, strong and healthy, and ‘with 
perhaps a slight culling fit to head any 
breeding pen. To keep the under-sized 
specimens with the hopes of pulling them 
up to the rest of the flock, although they 
may be in perfect health, and‘ to expect 
them to give good results either as layers 
er future breeders, is only fooling the 
poultry-keeper. They will never prove as 
profitable as the chicks under good care 
that grow along without a check. Such 
conditions show a weakness in, the breed- 
ing stock—a flare back. The poultry raiser 
cannot afford to retain anything tut the 
best, either as layers, breeders or for the

The cana! itself, naturally, will be the 
center of interest for travelers. Much has 
of course been written about it. Moving f 
pictures have exploited it, and there are 
facts and figures enough pertaining to it 
to fill a modest volume. Yet there are 
many who hold erroneous impressions 
about certain facts in regard to it. 
Because the canal forms a waterway be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific oceans 
there are those who believe that the waters 
of both oceans actually mingle at the 
isthmus, and that the canal runs east and 
west, both of which beliefs are of course 
wrong. Less than a_ third of the forty- 
seven miles of the canal’s length will be 
salt water, and the canal runs north and 
south. The waters of the Pacific and those 
of the Atlantic are of the same mean sea 
level at Panama, but the tide on the Atlan- 
tic side rises but two and one-half feet, 
while on the Pacific side the tide rises 
some twenty feet. Though the Isthmus is 
less than half a hundred miles wide, the 
rainfall of each side varies greatly. On 
the Pacific-coast side the average annual

[Westminster Gazette:] There has just 
been sold in Berlin a pastel drawing. of 
Heinrich Heine by the artist Ernest Bene- 
dict Kietz, which there is every reason to 
suppose is the last portrait made of Heine 
from the life.

Psychometry. 


BOUT the only phase of spiritism that 
A\ nave not touched upon ia that. which 

is known as “psychometry;” and this, 
if properly classified, should not come un- 
der this heading. But, I do not know a 
psychometrist who is not a spiritualist, or, 
at least, spiritualistically inclined. Why is 
this? Because all things dark, all things 
hidden, all things mysterious are supposed 
to be beyond the ken of mortals, in conse- 
quence of which credit is given to some un- 
known departed spirit (disembodied) in- 
stead of giving credit where credit is due— 
to one’s own spirit (embodied) which has 
not yet taken its departure from its tene- 
ment of clay, but is in full possession of all 
knowledge necessary to that individual's 
welfare. 

What is psychometry? The Webster's 
New International Dictionary defines it as 
“The art of measuring the duration of men- 
tal processes, or of determining the time 
relations of mental phenomena.” Clear as 
mud, ten’t it? 

How much more comprehensive the defi- 

ion given by the late Prof. Denton—one 

the world’s greatest geologists. He 
claimed that psychometry is “The Souls of 
Things.” This is more in accord with the 
etymology of the word—psyche, the soul; 
meter, measure. It is the supposed power 
of the human mind to discern the history of 
inanimate objects by clairvoyance. How- 
ever, it is not always used in giving the 
history of an object nor is it necessarily 
clairvoyantly ascertained. It 8 generally 
a delineation of character as usually em- 
ployed. 

Give to a psychometrist a ring or hand- 
kerchief or letter or any article of personal 
property and she (or he) will give you a 
very accurate description of the person to 
whom it belongs and, in addition to this 
will give his or her chief characteristics. 

I handed a letter to a psychometrist some 
years ago who, merely holding # in her 
hand, unopened, not even seeing the char- 
acter of the handwriting, gave a very com- 
plete and satisfactory description of the 
writer. The question is, did she obtain the 
knowledge clairvoyantly or telepathically? 
In this case and, I am inclined to think, in 
all similar cases, the knowledge is in the 
mind of the individual seeking the informa- 
tion or, rather, looking for confirmation; 
therefore, telepathy is the solution to the 
problem, 

Give an expert psychometrist a piece of 
‘ore and he will not delimeate the charac- 
ter of the one who gave ft to him, nor will 
he connect ft with the owner, but will give 
a description of the mine whence it came 


(this may be telepathically recefved) and, | sized. 


in all probability, will go into the minutest 
details as regards the direction of the veins, 
the character of the ore, the possibilities 
and probabilities, ete. (this, too, may be 
telepathically received from one who has 
the knowledge—or thinks he has.) The 
clairvoyance, if any, would be in the event 
of no one knowing, objectively, anything of 
the mine; for we know with a certainty 
that the subjective mind has the power to 
perceive that which is not within range of 
the objective vision. If all psychometrists 
were reliable—but alas! 

The subject is an interesting one, and 
would be of greater value were it not for 
the tendency of the psychometrist to merely 
give back to the inquirer the Information 
he holds—or his surmises. If we could 
only be assured that it is a case of inde- 
pendent clairvoyance, we could bank on it 
every time. But while the field of clairvoy- 
ance is gradually curtailed, that of telep- 
athy is correspondingly enlarged. It should 
be remembered that telepathy is the com- 
munion of subjective minds, and that the 
subjective mind is endowed with transcend- 


ant powers in certain directions, while it is.

The 
whole left side showed paralysis with com- 


-| plete loss of sensation. In four days, how. 


ever, he so far recovered as to be able to 
walk, but the arm and hand remained al- 
most useless. Feeling that the slug in his 
left shoulder was the cause of the trouble 
he had it removed, after which the numb- 
ness and -coldness gradually disappeared 
from the hand and arm, and in three weeks 
he could hold a pen and write for a few 
minutes. In six weeks, with the exception 
of a slight weakness, the hand and arm 
were as well as ever. The eyesight also im- 
proved and the neuralgia of the heart, of 
which he had so long suffered, also disap- 
peared. 


Physicians Use Cheap Drugs. 


At the recent drug show in Cincinnati of 
the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, President Henry W. Merritt, referring 
t> the increasing practice of physicians of 
dispensing their own medicines, said: 

“Pharmacy is becoming a lost art in all 
but the larger cities, and even there the evil 
Medical dispensing is 
prohibited by law in Germany, Austria and 
all other continental nations, on the ground 
not only that it is a menace to public 
health, but to public safety as well. But 
this is not all. Though by far the great pro- 


_| portion of all medicines dispensed nowadays 


is by doctors themselves, and though it is a 
notorious fact that perhaps a majority of 
them dispense medicines of the cheapest 
and poorest kind, for which pharmacists 
and manufacturers would suffer heavy pen- 
alties under Federal and State laws, these 


_tmedical men may snap their fingers at all 


pure drug legislation and dispense whatever 
they please with immunity. The better class 


of physicians deplore existing conditions, 
but one dispensing doctor can drive the 
physicians of a whole community into the 
nefarious practice.” 

When Not to Eat Oysters. 


{New York Press:}] It is popularly sup 
posed that the oyster digests himself in the 
human stomach owing to the great size of 
the liver which is crushed as mastication 
begins and is thought to digest the mollusc 
itself. As the oyster, moreover, contains 
some 10 per cent. of extremely asgsimilable 
protein together with phosphorised fats and 
glycogen, it has always been freely admin- 
istered to convalescents, while dyspeptic 
bons vivants have never hesitated to eat it 
abundantly. 

Dr. Pron expresses the opinion that the 
oyster may be allowed, therefore, to those 
dyspeptics whose gastric functions are defi- 
cient, in anorexia, gastric atony, ulcer and 
incipient cancer, and to convalescents from 
acute disease, as it is likely to improve the 
appetite and to excite the stomach to ina- 
creased .motor and chemical activity. But 
to the Ihsze number of dyspeptics whose 
stomachs are hyperacid or hypersensitive, 
Dr. Pron would forbid the oyster as well as 
ali other stimulating foods. In many of 
these dyspeptics the gastric secretion is al- 
ready sufficient, and it is unnecessary and 
unwise to increase it. 


Artificial Meat. 


[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] In an 
article on the new artificial foods the 
Minerva, Rome, describes viandine, intro 
duced by Effront, a Belgian chemist, its in- 
ventor, who so names i because he regards 
it a complete substitute for meat, and 
though vegetable in its source, having the 
same physiological effects on the digestive 
organs. Belgian physicians who have tried 
it and experimented with it declare it in 
certain respects superior to beef. For ex- 
ample, a workman, usually ill fed, whom the 
quarter of a pound of real meat that he ate 
daily did not novrish properly, increased in 
weight and improved in health when given 
an equal quantity of viandine. Experiments 
made on rats demonstrated that the article 
has three times the value of lean beef. 

Effront’s viandine is of vegetable origin. 
The inventor substitutes for meat certain 
residues of the manufacture of beer, which 
are washed and compressed, treated with 
sulphuric acid, combined with a _ certain 
amount of lime, then filtered, evaporated 
and pressed again. By means of certain 
supplemental processes, which he does not 
publicly describe, there is finally obtained a 
substance similar in all respects to flesh, 
but much less expensive. 


The Eating of Raw Food. 


{Indianapolis News:] The agricultural 
department of the national government has 
to do with many cranks, not the least 
obnoxious among these being the “raw 
fooders."” One of these, cited as an ex- 
ample, forces upon pwblic attention his “in- 
vestigations” with rabbits, some of which, 
fed on cooked food exclusively, did not 
thrive. Whereupon he offered the conclu- 
sion that human beings-—-who are not by 
any means rabbits—should confine them- 
selves to raw food. The New York Medical 
Record, which calls raw food faddism most 
illogical, inconsistent and dangerous to 
health, says: 

“Not only is the fact ignored that civilized 
man for ages has cooked the greater part 
of his food and that his palate and his diges- 


the danger in raw foods of infection with 
pathogenic micro-organisms and infestation 
with intestinal parasites is never mentioned, 
probably because unknown to these faddists. 
Another assertion made by them—for, of 
course, like most diet cranks, they abhor 
meat eating, corpse eating as they call it— 
is that meat is filled with bacteria. But it 
is tiresome to catalogue the absurdities of 
these diet cranks who pick up a few iso- 
lated facts or bizarre notions and attempt 
to base on them a system of living adapted 
to all sorts and conditions of men. The 
agricultural department does well to warn 
the people against all these fantastic diet 
systems.” 


Similar to Infantile Paralysis. 
‘The Research Committee of the St. Louis 
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Medical Association has announced as a re- 
sult of a series of tests that the fly was a 
necessary agent in the transmission from 
animal to animal of a disease that greatly 
resembles infantile paralysis. Many of the 
symptoms of infantile paralysis have not 
been discovered in the infected animals, but 
the similarity is sufficiently striking to in- 
cline the investigators to believe that the 
diseases are identical.

Vermont Fern Pickers. 

{New York Sun:] Ferns by the million! 
That's what records of the Rutland Railroad 
freight office in Bennington, Vt., will show 
when the first snow closes the annual sea- 
son which is now on the four southern 
towns of Bennington county, Woodford, 
Stamford, Searsburg and Readsboro. 

Just why the peculiar industry of fern

missed the experience for a farm, but, be-/ 


conic Mountains in southern Vermont has 
never been satisfactorily explained. Ferns 
grow everywhere throughout parts of New 
England and northern New York, but the 
fact remains that in no other locality ts 
business of the picking of the little sprays 
of green so thoroughly established as in 
the little belt of mountains less than a hun- 
dred square miles in area. 

The industry ts comparatively new and 
came into existence by the discovery by 
florists in the cities that the addition of a 
few ferns as a background for a box of blos- 
soms added materially to the value, espe- 
cially during the winter, when little green 
is available. Since it became known that 
ferns could be kept all winter in cold stor- 
age the business of gathering and retail- 
ing has increased rapidly, so that there are 
at present many firms in New York 
Massachusetts which give it their entire 
attention several months of the year. 

The business now annually brings into 
the mountain towns considerable money in 
wages. The pickers are paid by the piece, 
at the rate of 4 cents a hundred, and some 
of the industrious and nimble ones earn 
from $5 to $7 a day. If the weather per- 
mits the business to be carried on from the 
present time until early in November all 
of 25,000,000 ferns will be shipped from this 
town and fully as many from the other side 
of the mountains. It is an easy mattter to 
figure out that this will mean $20,000 to the 
pickers alone, to say rothing of the wages 
paid to owners of teams who haul the ferns 
from the pickers’ camps to the railroad 
station.
